"I hope and expect that the industry 


that I have Inaugurated will be per- 
petuated and nil a unique page in the 
history of a generation yet unborn,' 
said Colonel Goodnight.

have sold over $20.000 worth of their 
Increase, I still have a large herd of 
full blood buffaloes, and the only cat- 
talo herd in the world.
